One  Hundred  and  Eighteenth  Annual  Meeting, 

In  the  Hall  of  the  Institution,  Westbury-on-Trym, 
Saturday,  April  29th,  1911. 

The  proceedings  comiuenced  at  3 o’clock  with  a brief 
Dedication  Service,  conducted  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  who  was  accompanied  by  his  Chaplain  (Canon 
Everingham),  and  the  Revs.  Dr.  Richards  and  C.  F.  Hardy. 

In  the  course  of  his  address  The  Bishop  said  : 

It  always  seemed  to  him  that  we  lost  the  opportunity  of  realis- 
ing something  of  the  world  to  come  when  we  neglected  to  notice 
anything  that  was  out  of  the  ordinary  course  of  nature  with  us.  So 
many  of  us  passed  through  life  just  in  the  ordinary  way,  with  the 
sorrows  and  joys  natural  to  men  and  women,  but  with  no  great 
crises,  no  great  change,  anything  unlike  the  usual,  to  force  us  to 
think  a little  further  chan  the  present.  That  occasion,  where  they 
were  dealing  primarily  with  the  thought  of  those  who  had  been  de- 
prived of  one  of  the  senses  common  to  us  all,  had  some  special  teach- 
ing— something  whidh  should  call  them  out  of  the  O'rdinary  course 
of  thought,  and  lift  their  thoughts  higher.  He  had  ventured  in 
writing  the  twp  special  prayers  for  that  occasion,  first  to  irray  for 
those  w'ho  had  eyes  and  did  not  use  them  aright,  and  had  cars  and 
would  not  hearken  to  the  wxindrous  things  of  God’s  law.  Then  he 
ventured  to  pray  for  those  there  who  had  not  eyes.  Their  thoughts 
should  travel  on  to  that  point.  This  world  was  only  a preface,  a 
training  ground,  as  it  svere,  for  the  w'orld  to  come.  Might  it  not 
be  a fact  that  those  who  were  deprived  of  some  one  sense-^ere 
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the  sense  of  srgiht'--were  thereby  put  into  a more  favourable  ^sition 
with  regaird  to  the  training  for  the  world  to  come,  with  regard  to  the 
service  to  which  they  were  appointed  in  the  world  to  come,  than  th<^e 
who,  having  all  their  senses,  went  through  the  world  enjoying  the 
beauties  which  those  who  saw  co-uld  appreciate,  and  at  the  same 
time  went  through  the  world  with  that  most  powerful  instiument 
of  temptation  which  any  of  us  could  have — the  eye?  Many  a one, 
so  far  as  w'e  could  judge,  was  lost  in  his  or  her  course  through  this 
life  just  because  they  had  fallen  before  the  temptation  that  came 
through  the  eye.  He  asked  himself,  Was  there  a revelation  in 
this?  Was  there  a help  in  this  with  regard  to  understanding  some- 
thing of  the  future  world?  Only  some  two  weeks  ago  he  was 
startled  by  the  'loss  of  about  the  most  promising  little  person  that 
he  knew  in  the  whole  world,  but  his  first  thought  was  How  about 
the  worid  to  come?  Might  it  not  be,  would  it  not  be,  that  that  one 
who,  singularly  gifted  with  intellectual  powers,  yet  was  taken  away 
before  he  had  had  the  chance  of  developing  himself  here,  had  got 
next  to  nothing  to  unlearn  in  the  world  to  come,  and  would  be 
raised  to  the  utmost  heights  of  spiritual  power?  Apart  from  those 
who  were  saved  from  the  temptations  of  the  eye,  there  were  those, 
his  lordship  pointed  out,  who  were  saved,  through  the  loss  of  hear- 
ing, from  the  seductions  which  came  through  the  whisperings  to 
the  ear.  Therefore,  looking  beyond  this  world,  as  we  ought  to  do, 
we  should  feel  that  God  gave  recompense.  To  those  afflicted  he 
said  they  should  look  to  the  recompense.  God  was  faithful  and 
just,  and  not  only  w'ould  the  recompense  come  to  them — they  had 
at  least  the  sense  that,  lost  though  they  had  the  sight  of  the  beau- 
ties of  nature,  they  were  saved  from  temptations  before  which  many 
a man  and  woman  had  fallen. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Service,  at  3.30  p.m.,  the  Annual 
Meeting  took  place,

In  proposing  the  resolution  The  Chairman  said  : 

Upon  an  occasion  like  the  present,  when  this  Institution  for 
Ae  education  and  training  of  the  blind  is  entering  upon  a new  stage 
in  its  long  history,  various  aspects  of  the  problems  with  which  it 
has  to  deal  present  themselves  more  clearly  than  they  might  ordi- 
narily do.  It  should,  I think,  be  more  generally  known  that  blind- 
ness, in  a great  measure,  ought  to  be  classed  among  preventible 
diseases.  The  words — ” lx>m  blind  ” — come  so  easily  from  the 
tongue  that  it  may  not  be  genet  ally  realised  how  rarely  Nature 
sends  into  the  w'orld  children  devoid  of  sight.  We  shall  all  agree 
that  in  this  matter  prevention  is  better  than  the  attempt  to  amelio- 
rate the  lot  of  those  upon  whom  this  affliction  falls,  and  it  is  a cause 
for  satisfaction  that  in  this  country  the  preventive  policy  is  being 
practised  with  steadily  increasing  success.  VVh  cannot  yet  tell  what 
information  the  Census  of  1^11  will  have  for  us  wdth  regard  to  this 
subject ; but  it  is  worth  noting  that  from  1851,  when  a national 
return  was  first  called  for,  successive  enumerations  have  shown  us 
that  a diminishing  proportion  of  the  population  suffers  from  loss 
of  sight.  Small  Po.v,  a great  foe  to  the  eyes  in  former  times,  has 
been  practically  stamped  ou’ ; the  increased  attention  to  sanita- 
tion and  xiersonal  cleanliness  has  lessened  eye  affections,  and  the 
advance  of  medical  and  surgical  knowledge  has  effected  cures  in 
cases  which  once  would  have  been  regarded  as  hopeless.  The  re- 
sult of  these  influences  is  that  there  are  very  many  in  this  coun- 
try to-day  in  full  possession  of  the  faculty  of  sight,  who,  under 
the  conditions  prevalent  in  the  time  of  our  forefathers,  would  hava 
had  to  be  counted  among  the  blind.  This  preventive  process  c^ 
yet  be  carried  further,  and  the  efforts  that  are  now  being  made 
in  our  large  centres  of  impulation  to  lessen  infantile  moTtality,  aire 
quite  likely  to  lessen  the  number  of  blind  cas^,  by  leading  to 
more  intelligent  care  during  infancy.  But  in  spite  of  all  that  may 
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be  accomplished  in  the  directions  I have  indicated,  it  camnot  be 
expected  that  the  need  for  such  institutions  as  this  in  which  we 
are  assembled  to-day  will  cease.  It  would  serve  to  increase  &e 
interest  in,  and  sympathy  for,  this  work,  if  people  could  realise 
what  education  and  trainin,g  means  for  the  blind.  Centuries  ago, 
when  such  efforts  were  unknown,  one  of  our  greatest  poets,  himself 
a blind  man,  supplied  a vivid  picture  of  one  who  had  lost  his  sight — 


“ Now  blind,  disheartened,  shamed,  dishonoured,  quelled. 
To  what  can  I be  useful?  wherein  serve 
My  nation,  and  the  work  from  Heaven  im.posed.’ 

But  to  sit  idle  on  the  household  hearth, 

A burdensome  drone,  to  visitants  a gaze, 

Or  pitied  object.” 

In  some  respects  this  word-picture  of  the  smitten  Samson  was  Crui 
of  the  majority  of  the  blind  before  it  dawned  upon  a philanthropic 
Frenchman  that  education  and  training  might  do  something  for 
this  class  as  well  as  for  others.  According  to  an  historian,  the  Paris 
example  of  1784  was  followed  by  Liverpool  in  1791,  Edinburgh  in 
1793,  and  Bristol  in  1793,  and  London  im  1799.  As  a matter  of 
fact  Bristolians  were  fitting  up  their  School  in  CaJlowhill  Street 
in  1792,  members  of  the  Society  of  i'riends  being  foremost  in  this 
early  work.  You  all  know  how  the  modest  enterprise  thus  begun, 
has  extended,  and  with  Milton’s  picture  in  the  mind,  the  contrast 
presenting  itself  to  visimors  to  the  institution  near  the  top  of  Park 
Street,  has  been  most  impressive.  So  far  from  being  a “ burden- 


some drone  ” they  have  seen  that  a blind  man  or  W'oman,  properly 
educated  and  trained,  can  become  a useful  member  of  society, 
capable  by  long  practice  of  engaging  in  work  of  considerable  com- 
plexity. Not  many  years  ago  the  idea  of  a blind  shorthand  typist 
would  have  been  an  impossibility.  To-day  it  can  scarcely  be  re- 
garded as  a novelty.  In  the  manufacture  of  mats,  rugs,  brushes, 
baskets,  and  knitted  goods  the  elder  blind  find,  under  the  auspices 
of  this  Institution,  regular  and  remunerative  employment,  while 
by  education  their  mental  outlook  has  been  relieved  to  some  ex- 
tent of  its  black  gloom.  In  this  dnal  work  the  Society  has  under- 
taken considerable  responsibility.  The  teaching  of  the  young 
people  T^,  m this  fine  new  Institution,  be  carried  on  under  con- 
ditions to  more  modern  and  suitable  than  in  the  older  premises: 
but  the  Industrial  Branch,  I understand,  has  yet  to  be  adequately 
providrf  for,  and  the  Society  must  therefore  rdv  upon  the  gener- 
^s  public  of  Bristol  and  the  West  of  England  to  meet  the  finan-

ONE  rlUNDRED  AND  EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


IN  presenting  the  Report  of  the  Bristol  School  of  Industry 
FOR  THE  Blind  for  1910,  the  Committee  desire  to  record 
their  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  His  blessing  vouchsafed 
to  their  labours  during  the  past  year,  acknowledging  that 
whatever  has  been  accomplished  for  the  alleviation  of  the  lot  of 
the  afflicted  Blind  under  their  care  has  owed  its  successful 
completion  to  His  guiding  Providence. 

The  Committee  have  the  honour  to  announce 
Royal  that  since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report 

Patronage.  His  Majesty  the  King  has  graciously  consented 
to  become  Patron  of  the  Institution,  and  also  that 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  who  as  Princess  of  Wales  had  for  some 
years  been  Patron  of  the  Home  Teaching  Branch,  has  been 
pleased  to  extend  her  Patronage  to  the  Institution  as  a whole. 

It  is  now  118  years  since  the  Blind  Institution 
Past  was  founded  in  Callowhill  Street,  St.  Paul’s,  and 
History.  73  years  since  the  premises  just  given  up  in 
Queen’s  Road  to  the  University  of  Bristol  were 

first  occupied. 

I he  work  undertaken  by  this  Institution  to  help  the  Blind 
—(a)  the  education  of  the  young,  and  their  technical  training 
111  occupations  suitable  for  their  want  of  sight,  (i)  the  provision 
of  workshops  for  adult  men  and  women,  and  (c)  the  visitation 
and  care  of  all  the  Blind  people  in  the  City-had  developed  to 
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such  an  extent  that  in  1903  the  question  was  seriously  considered 
whether  the  Blind  children  under  16  years  of  age  should  not  be 
handed  over  to  the  care  of  the  Education  Authorities,  under  law 
responsible,  as  the  Committee  felt  that  the  difficulties  and 
expense  of  dealing  with  the  whole  subject  was  likely  to  grow 
beyond  any  means  at  their  command.  The  matter  was  sub- 
mitted to  a General  Meeting  of  subscribers  and  friends  of  the 
Institution,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  and  it  was 
decided  that,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  making  the  educa- 
tion of  the  children  continuous  from  their  earliest  years,  this 
branch  of  the  work  should  be  maintained  as  hitherto. 

This  decision  laid  upon  the  Committee  the  serious  responsi- 
bility of  improving  the  School  in  accordance  with  requirements 
made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  of  modifying  and 
enlarging  the  buildings  in  Queen’s  Road,  which  had  been  con- 
demned as  insufficient  and  inadequate  by  H.M.  Inspectors. 

It  was  soon  afterwards  decided  that,  if  it  were  |)ossible,it  would 
be  far  better  to  provide  new  school  buildings  on  a fresh  site  in 
the  country,  rather  than  to  attempt  improvements  on  the  old 
premises.  The  Committee  felt  that  the  generosity  of  their 
fellow  citizens  would  enable  them  to  do  what  was  necessary  in 
order  to  carry  on  the  work  in  a satisfactory  manner,  particularly 
as  it  had  never  hitherto,  at  any  rate  for  very  many  years,  been 
necessary  to  ask  the  public  for  assistance  for  the  purpose  of 
building  or  other  capital  requirements  of  this  Institution. 

The  site  upon  which  the  School  now  stands. 
The  New  nearly  thirteen  acres  in  extent,  was  purchased 
Institution,  in  1906.  Plans  designed  by  Mr.  Edward  Gabriel, 
after  approval  of  your  Committee,  were  submitted 
to  the  Education  Authorities  and  to  experts  upon  Blind  Schools. 

The  work  of  erection  of  the  present  buildings  was  com- 
menced on  March  1st,  1909,  and  was  completed  in  December, 
1910. 

The  Chaplain  Superintendent,  Mr.  Hardy,  went  into 
residence  on  December  15th.  Immediately  after  Christmas  the 
work  of  removirrg  the  furniture  from  the  old  School  was  begun. 
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The  Matron  and  the  Domestic  Staff  occupied  their  new  quarters 
in  the  first  week  of  January,  and  the  pupils  who  had  left  the  old 
School  for  their  holidays  were  comfortably  settled  in  their  new 
quarters  on  January  17th. 

The  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  the  services  of  the 
Matron,  the  Teaching  and  Domestic  Staffs  respectively,  in  the 
heavy  work  of  preparing  the  Institution  for  the  reception  of  its 
inmates. 


It  was  intended  to  have  had  a Service  of  Thanksgiving  and 
Dedication  early  in  February,  but  owing  to  an  outbreak  of 
measles  this  ceremony  had  to  be  postponed. 

The  building  can  accommodate  109  children,  but  to  meet 
certain  contingencies  the  Committee  reckon  100  as  the  comple- 
ment. Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  the  Chaplain- 
Superintendent,  and  for  the  residential  Staff— Executive, 
Scholastic,  and  Domestic — numbering  26  persons. 

Ihe  School,  though  nominally  one,  consists  of  five  units, 
each  of  w'hich  is  provided  with  its  own  day  room,  dormitory, 
lavatoiy  and  playground.  There  are  six  class  rooms,  a 
gymnasium  and  dining  hall,  common  to  all  the  units;  four 
piano  practice  rooms,  one  music  class  room,  and  one  manual 
class  room  for  boys,  and  the  same  for  girls.  'I’here  are  two  sick 
bays,  two  wards,  lobe  rooms,  a linen  room  and  a sewing  room. 
The  Hall,  (in  which  we  are  now  assembled),  in  the  absence  of  a 
Chapel,  serves  as  such,  and  it  is  also  utilised  for  concerts  given 
by  the  children,  and  for  the  distribution  of  prizes.  Choir  practice. 

Meetings  connected  with  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  and  so 
forth. 


An  organ  is  now  being  built  at  the  cost  of  a legacy  left  by 
he  late  Mrs.  Markham  Skerritt.  who  was  herself  blind  ; it  will 
be  erected  in  the  Hall  as  a memorial  of  the  interest  taken  by  her 
in  the  Institution. 

aboufso  !‘n  capable  of  holding 

1 ga  ons,  in  which  the  rainfall  from  the  whole  of  the 
roofage  is  collected  for  laundry  purposes. 
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The  Institution  is  lighted  throughout  by  electricity,  the 
needed  current  being  produced  ou  the  premises  from  a dynamo 
run  by  a 20-horse-po\ver  gas-engine,  suction  gas  being  used  by 
the  engine.  A system  of  hot-water  pipes  and  radiators,  fed  by 
two  low-pressure  boilers,  provides  the  necessary  warmth  ; whilst 
the  hot  water  needed  for  domestic  purposes,  as  well  as  the  steam 
required  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen,  is  supplied  by  a high- 
pressure  boiler. 

The  laundry  machinery  is  all  run  by  electric  power. 
There  is  no  range  in  the  kitchen,  steam  and  gas  alone  being 
used  for  culinary  purposes. 

As  an  auxiliary  to  the  School  buildings,  technical  work- 
shops have  been  erected  in  which  boys  and  girls  over  school  age 
are  instructed  in  the  making  of  baskets,  boots,  brushes  and  mats, 
and  in  book-binding  and  weaving,  trades  which  will  be  useful  to 
them  in  atter  years  when  they  have  to  light  the  battle  of  life. 

The  area  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  enables  them  to 
set  aside  a large  held  for  the  children’s  games,  when  season  and 
weather  permit.  It  also  allows  the  provision  of  a large  kitchen 
garden  in  which  vegetables,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Institution,  are  produced. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  year  has  been 

Health.  good  on  the  whole,  but  receutly  there  was  an  out- 
break of  measles,  15  cases  in  all  ; there  have  also 
been  a few  cases  of  mumps.  The  Committee  would  again  point 
out  that  the  standard  of  physique  of  the  Blind  being  low  as  a 
rule,  it  is  necessary  to  take  more  than  usual  care  to  keep  them  in 
a proper  condition  of  health,  which  involves  a greater  expense 
per  head  than  in  the  case  of  sighted  children. 

Nine  candidates  were  prepared  for  Confirmation 
Religious  in  1910.  The  Diocesan  Report  sent  inbythe  Rev. 

Instruction.  De  Lacy  O'Leary,  the  Diocesan  Inspector,  reads 
as  follows -.-‘‘June  6th,  1910.  A good  syllabus 
was  presented.  In  this  the  or.al  answering  was  ready  and 
intelligent,  the  repetition  was  well  said  and  appeared  to  have 
been  carefully  explained.  The  children  seem  to  take  a great 
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deal  of  interest  in  their  work,  and  the  general  tone  of  the  Scliool 
is  distinctly  satisfactory.” 

As  there  is  at  present  no  provision  for  a Chapel  at  the  new 
School,  Divine  Service  is  being  conducted  in  the  Hall  of  the 
I institution. 

Tliis  lias  been  a strenuous  year  in  tlie  Schoolroom, 
Education,  owing  to  the  many  alisences  due  to  outbreaks  of 

measles  and  mumps  ; yet,  notwithstanding  tliese 
unavoidable  interruptions,  the  average  standard  of  efficiency  has 
been  well  maintained.  The  children  invariably  work  willingly 
and  well,  take  an  interest  in  their  studies,  and  make  creditable 
headway. 

'fhe  future  of  the  Blind  is  carefully  considered,  and  every 
available  opportunity  is  utilised  to  implant  in  the  children  a 
spirit  of  brightness,  loyalty,  independence,  and  obedience. 

The  School  is  periodically  visited  by  Government  Officials, 
who  give  valuable  suggestions  to  the  Teachers. 

At  the  Examination  of  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the 
Blind,  held  in  Liverpool  in  July,  1910,  Miss  Preedy,  Infant 
Mistress,  obtained  an  Honours  Diploma. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Biggs,  a Trained  Certificated  Teacher,  took  the 
post  of  Assistant  Master  in  the  Schoolroom,  vacated  by 
Mr.  James,  who  has  been  appointed  Resident  Music  Master  in 
the  School. 

Ihis  branch  of  the  Elementary  Training  receives 
Manual  most  careful  attention  by  every  member  of  the 
Training,  staff,  and  special  care  is  given  to  individual  cases. 

Quite  75  per  cent,  of  the  Blind  trained  in  this 
School  follow  industrial  occupations,  and  it  is  most  essential  that 
progiessive  schemes  of  graduated  difliculty  be  continually  in  the 
forefront.  Much  patient  work  is  done  in  the  early  stages,  which 
IS  the  means  of  manual  efficiency  in  the  after-care  of  the  Blind, 
and  the  more  pains  taken  in  the  juvenile  career  the  better  will 
be  the  wage-earning  cap.abilities  in  the  adult.  The  children  are 
eager  to  become  efficient  manually,  and  invariably  take  a keen 
interest  in  all  the  subjects  of  instruction. 
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The  conditions  under  which  Physical  Instruction 
Physical  is  given  are  now  all  that  could  be  desired  : The 
Training  Gymnasium  is  large,  modern,  and  well  equipped, 
and  the  instruction  is  complete,  and  the  results  are 

Recreation,  encouraging.  Already  the  advantages  of  living  in 
the  country  are  beginning  to  tell  on  the  general 
physical  improvement  of  the  pupils. 

Both  boys  and  girls  have  excellent  play-fields,  yards,  and 
day-rooms,  and  all  ordinary  in-door  and  out-door  recreations  are 
vigorously  pursued.  Gardening  is  being  developed,  and  in  the 
near  future  poultry-rearing,  rabbit-keeping,  and  the  general 
care  of  pets  will  exercise  the  attention  of  the  children,  and 
teach  them  that  kindness  and  forethought  which  are  essential 
lessons  for  the  moral  well-being  of  the  children. 

An  excellent  Swimming  Tournament  was  again  held  at  the 
Kingsdown  Royal  Swimming  Bath,  between  the  boys  of  the 
Deaf  Institution  and  those  of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  at  which 
the  children  of  both  institutions  acquitted  themselves  very  well. 


Many  manuscript  volumes  of  Braille  have  been 
Library,  added  to  the  children’s  Library  during  the  year 
by  willing  and  persevering  writers  who  are  most 
anxious  to  have  a share  in  the  enlightenment  of  the  Blind.  The 
Institution  needs  even  more  writers  than  it  has,  as  the  acquisition 
of  well-written  volumes  has  greatly  increased  the  number  of 
readers,  and  it  is  important  that  healthy  literature  capab  e of 
developing  the  imaginative  and  reasoning  faculties  should  be 
supplied  unstintingly.  The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges 
all  that  has  been  done  for  the  Library,  but  at  the  same  time 
there  is  great  scope  for  the  development  of  this  branch,  as  it  is 
very  important,  especially  where  the  Blind  are  concerned,  to 
keep  employed  both  the  mind  and  the  body,  “nuns  saun  ,n 
cotporc  sdito" 

During  the  past  year  a change  has  been  made  in 
Music  this  depai  tment.  The  Committee  have  engaged  a 
Resident  Music  Master  instead  of  a Visiting 


Teacher. 
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The  distance  of  the  new  School  renders  it  more  difficult 
now  for  the  pupils  to  attend  the  classical  concerts  held  at  the 
Colston  Hall,  but  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  able  to  attend  some  of 
the  best  of  these,  and  thus  add  enjoyment  to  their  lives,  as 
well  as  receiving  some  educational  advantages. 

An  operetta,  entitled  “Jack  the  Giant  Killer,”  was  prepared 
by  the  School  children,  and  performed  successfully  on  two 
occasions  at  Christmas,  before  large  and  appreciative  audiences. 
The  children  did  their  parts  admirably,  and  many  of  the  parents 
expressed  much  pleasure  at  being  able  to  witness  such  an 
interesting  production. 

A special  word  of  praise  must  be  given  to  the  Church  Choir, 
who  are  doing  very  creditable  work  indeed,  seeing  that  they  are 
now  without  the  assistance  of  the  adnlt  outworkers. 

Five  pupils  were  entered  for  the  examinations  of  the 
Incorporated  Society  of  Musicians  in  piano  playing,  also  one  for 
organ  playing,  all  of  whom  passed — live  with  honours. 

A start  has  been  made  with  harmony  and  counterpoint,  to 
the  more  advanced  pupils.  This  should  prove  of  great  benefit 
to  them. 

This  highly  important  part  of  the  work  continues 

Home  to  make  steady  and  excellent  progress.  Our  three 
Teaching.  Home  Teachei's  visit  and  give  reading  lessons 
with  indefatigable  zeal  throughout  Bristol  and  the 
neighbourhood,  including  the  Unions.  W’e  are  constantly 
receiving  expressions  of  gratitude  from  their  pupils,  many  of 
whom  are  over  seventy  years  of  age.  Every  case  seen  by  them 
is  reported  to  the  Home  Teaching  Committee,  who  carefully 
consider  it.  Through  the  agency  of  this  Committee,  grants  and 
pensions  are  often  secured  for  the  needy,  friends  for  the  aged 
and  bed-ndden,  and  employment  for  those  who  are  able  to 
take  it. 


1 he  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  again  expressing  warm 
thanks  to  the  band  of  Ladies  who  so  willingly  supplement  the 
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work  of  the  Teachers.  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  assess  the  value 
of  their  constant  labours  among  the  more  necessitous  cases,  or 
to  realise  what  a regular  weekly  visit  means  to  a paralyzed  and 
sightless  invalid,  who  has  little  else  to  look  forward  to. 


To  Canon  Griftiths,  also,  we  would  once  more  acknowledge 
our  sense  of  obligation.  Under  his  kind  co-operation  the  Club 
is  fast  outgrowing  the  excellent  room  he  so  kindly  puts  at  our 
disposal.  Each  year  sees  an  increase  in  numbers,  and,  what  is 
more  gratifying  still,  an  increasing  esfril  tie  corps.  A short  time 
ago  the  men  themselves  gave  a concert,  and  much  unsuspected 
talent  was  manifested. 


Flower  shows,  debates,  services,  etc.,  still  form  prominent 
features  of  the  gatherings.  Perhaps  the  highest  tribute  to  the 
need  of  such  an  effort  was  paid  by  one  of  the  poorest  members, 
who,  being  absent  on  account  of  illness,  was  heard  to  observe, 
“ I’d  rather  ha’  given  a sovereign  than  ha’  stayed  away.” 


The  Women’s  Club,  loo,  at  Park  Street,  continues  to  thrive. 
Cooking,  ambulance  w'ork,  and  sewing  are  taught  among  othei 
things,  and  the  members  seem  to  excel  in  whatever  they  under- 
take, and  have  gained  a confidence  in  themselves  which  is  of 
inestimable  value. 

The  Annual  Tea,  to  which  all  the  Blind  in  the  City  are 
invited,  was  held  in  November,  at  the  Friends'  School  Rooms, 
Rosemary  Street.  It  was  largely  attended,  and  was  an 
unqualified  success. 

In  times  of  emergency  the  outside  Blind  have  been  helped 
in  various  ways,  and  this  most  important  branch  of  the  work 
has  been  of  signal  benefit. 


The  Hand 
Machine 
Knitting 
Department 


has  shown  great  activity  during  the  year.  The 
popularity  of  knitted  garments  is  evidently  on  the 
increase,  and  at  times  the  Department  has  been 
hard  pressed  to  cope  with  the  amount  of  orders 
sent  in,  a fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  enterprise 
of  those  ladies  who  take  an  interest  in  the  welfare 


of  this  branch  of  our  work. 
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The  sale  nf  the  premises  in  Queen’s  Road 

New  necessitates  tlie  provision  for  Mew  Woi  kshops  for 
Workshops,  the  adult  Blind,  and  it  is  intended  that  these 
shall  be  thoroughly  satisfactory  both  as  regards 
the  health  and  the  comfort  of  the  workers.  It  is  necessary  that 
the  building  should  be  central  and  of  easy  access,  and  the 
■ Committee  desire  to  appeal  very  strongly  to  their  fellow  citizens 
to  assist  them  in  raising  the  considerable  further  sum  of  money 
which  will  be  required  to  procure  the  needed  accommodation. 

The  Committee  are  negotiating  for  large  and  well  situated 
premises,  where  the  Blind  workers  would  be  accommodated 
under  greatly  improved  conditions,  both  as  regards  health  and 
efficiency. 

The  staple  trades  at  present  pursued  in  the  Workshops  are 
basket  making,  and  hand  and  machine  knitting.  To  these  it  is 
purposed  to  add  mattiess  making  in  the  near  future,  which  has 
elsewhere  been  shown  to  be  a suitable  and  profitable  trade  for 
Blind  people. 

The  Committee  are  giving  every  possible  consideration  to 
the  means  of  increasing  the  wages  earned  by  the  blind,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  reconstruclion  of  this  department  in  connection 
with  the  removal  of  the  Institution  will  enable  them  to  show 
better  results  for  the  labour  of  their  employees,  but  this  work  is 
attended  with  very  grave  difficulty,  owing  to  the  disadvantages 
of  the  blind  in  competing  with  sighted  labour.  Their  object  is 
to  employ  as  many  blind  people  as  possible,  and  to  provide 
facilities  for  their  earning  as  high  wages  as  they  are  capable  of 
doing.  This  involves  the  retention  of  many  hands  who  in  the 
ordinary  course  are  not  sufficiently  competent  to  be  regarded  as 
wage  earners,  and  who  by  their  inferior  work  reduce  the  general 
aveiage  of  the  wages.  It  is  hoped  that  under  new  conditions  a 
practical  division  may  be  effected  betw'een  the  competent 
workers  and  those  to  whom  work  is  merely  a means  of  affording 
an  occupation  to  alleviate  their  sad  condition. 
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The  number  of  Blind  people  under  the  care  of 
Numbers,  the  Institution,  in  one  form  or  another,  amounts 
to  over  500.  The  number  of  pupils  has  decreased 
by  one,  and  the  adults  employed  in  the  Workshops  shews  a 
slight  increase.

All  Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  Certificate  of  Birth. 

ELECTION  OF  PUPILS— 

All  Pupils  arc  elected  by  the  Committee. 

QUALIFICATIONS- 

Applicants  are  eligible  for  admission  from  the  age  ol  five  years  until  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  but  preference  is  ^iven  to  those  under  sixteen.  They  must  either  be  totally  blind 
or  not  possessed  of  sufficient  sight  to  read  ordinary  school  books  of  sighted  children. 
They  must  also  be  free  from  bodily  and  mental  defects,  which  would  prevent  them 
receiving  instruction  or  from  following  some  useful  occupation. 

VACCINATION— 

All  Pupils  must  have  been  vaccinated  previous  to  admission. 


TERMS— 

Ihe  terms  for  pupils  arc  i^y>  per  annum  for  maintenance,  inclusive  of  clothing.  It 
must  be  clearly  understood  that  these  payments  are  by  no  means  sufficient  for  mainten- 
ance and  education,  the  remainder  being  .supplied  from  the  charitable  tunds  ot  the 
Institulion. 

In  case  the  parents  arc  too  poor  to  make  the  nicessary  payments  for  their  child's 
education,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Authority  for  the 
district  in  wnich  the  child  resides.  The  School  Authority  is  bound  to  take  steps  to 
educate  the  child  by  sending  it  to  a Certified  School  until  it  reaches  the  age  of 
sixteen.  If  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  permit,  the  School  Authori^-  may  demand 
from  them  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  child’s  education.  The  Cjuardians 
of  the  Poor  have  powers  to  make  the  payments  after  the  age  of  sixteen;  and  if  the 
parents  cannot  afford  to  do  so,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Guardians. 

CLOTHING  OUTFIT— 

The  pupils  elected  must  be  provided  with  an  outfit  at  the  Institution,  the  .Authorities 
or  Friends  sending  them  undertaking  to  pay  the  cost  (Xls).

If  the  pupHs  have  no  suitable  home  to  go  to.  arrangements  will 
be  made  for  boarding,  them  out,  and  those  responsible  for  the  payments  cLrged  with 
The  Institution  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  travelling  expenses, 
which  must  be  p.iid  m advance.  By  a conce.sHion  of  the  Railway  Companiw,  ^1  blind 
pupils  arc  allowed  to  travel  the  double  journey  at  single  fare.  ^
